Official Outlines Phases 


Motoring Permits

SACRAMENTO, Sept. 2. — No 
person under 18 years of age: will 
be given a motor vehicle operator's 
license unles sthe applicant passes 
the driver's examination and test 
provided in the new State law, 
Will H. Marsh, chief of the State 
Division of Motor Vehicles, an- 
nounced today. The test will be 
required regardless of the appli- 
cant’s driving experience. 
“This policy,” declared Marsh, 
“Is designed to protect the public 
against youthful and inexperienced 
drivers. Most minors around the 
ages of 18 probably can rive as 
well as older 
want to 
Both parents of a 
be required to sign the appli- 
cation, and if only one parent is 
living it must be so stated.” 
Marsh also announced that the 
person. who has not had at least 
six months’ driving experience to 
take the test, as will also persons 
with physical disabilities. 
“Approximately 30 r cent of 
all applications thus far received 
junder the new law,” said Marsh, 
“are being held up and those 
applicants will be compelled to 
take the examinations. Most of 
those applicants either are under 
the age of 18, or have not had 


motor vehicle.“ 
March explained that temporary 
permits are being issued to these 
applicants, good for thirty days, 
but he declared that no persons 
with a temporary permit can drive 
an automobile without being ac- 
companied by a person with an 
operator's license. Violation of this 
order will result in arrest, said 
Marsh.

Husband, Crazed J With Liquor, Kills One al Shoots | 
Vie and Self 


| Crazed by liquor and jealousy, 
Long Beach off worker, last night 


Joseph H. Wills, 46 years of age, 
fatally shot Harvey O'Melveny, a 


nephew of H. W. O'Melveny, the attorney, riddled his wife with six bul- 
lets which will probably cause her death, and then turned the gun on 
himself sending a bullet through the roof of his mouth into his brain. 


| The shooting occurred in the 
home of Wills’s sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Marie Crosby, of 2317 West Thir- 
_Ueth street, where O'Melveny was 
a roomer and where Mrs. Wills had 
lived since a separation from her 
husbang a month ago. 

An accusation of bigamy, which 
Mrs. Wills made against her hus- 
band caused the separation, ac- 
cording to the police reports, and 
led to frequent visits, which Wills 
paid his wife, alternately seeking 
reconciliation and abusing her. 
When he paid the final visit, his 
breath reeked of whisky and he 
followed a torrent of abuse by pro- 
ducing a revolver and beginning 
to shoot. Mrs. Crosby witnessed 
the shooting but was not harmed 
by the infuriated man. 


FIND SLAYER DEAD 

When police reached the scene 
in answer to a call from neighbors, 
they found O'Melveny lying dead 
in the kitchen. He had been shot 
through the head. Mrs. Wills, 
who apparently attempted to escape 
from the death house, lay on the 
front steps with six bullet holes 
in her body. Two were in the 
abdomep and one in the chest, and 
police rgeone said there was no 
chance for her recovery. Wills 
was found on the front lawn, his 
revolver beside him, and the ei- 
dence that he had put the muzzle 
into his mouth before firing. 

Detectives Stillson, Magness, 
Adams and Stoughton rushed to 
the scene from the University di- 
vision and placed Wills and Mrs. 
Wille in an ambulance to be rushed 
to the Reeeiving Hospital. Their 
call to headquarters caused De- 
tective Lieutenants Condaffer and 
Hickey to be assigned to inves- 
tigate the case. 

Detective Stillson declared that 
Wills was facing a prosecution for 
bigamy at Long Reach and that 
his brooding over possible {mpris- 
onment and the loss of his wife 


— 


by home upon his arrival from 
Long Beach, according to Stillson. 
Wills was employed by the Shell 
Oll Company. 


Mrs. Crosby told the police that 
she and Mrs. Wills returned to 
their home at about 98:20 p.m. 
after a trip downtown and were 
met by Wills. who had been wait- 
ing across the street from their 
home. Wills approached them and 
began talking to his wife, speak- 
ing in a tone which Mrs. Crosby 
did not understand, but which 
caused Mrs. Wills to beg Please 
don't shoot me.” 

Mrs. Crosby led the way into 
the front room of her home, where 
Wills’s voice got loud in his alter- 
nating abuse and protestations of 
love for his wife. The voice 
aroused O'Melveny, who was sleep- 
‘ing.in a rear room of the home 
and who was to have been awak- 
ened in time to catch a train for 
Torrance, where he was due on 
the “graveyard” watch in the oll 
fields. 

O'Melveny comers in a door 
with the demand: “What's wrong 
in here?” 

Wills, without a word, drew his 
gun from his coat ket and 
fired, according to M Crosby. 

he and Mrs. Wills started on a 
run for the front door with Wills 
following, cursing, and both ran 
on to the porch. Mrs, Crosby had 
been between Wills and his wife 
until they reached the porch and 
as soon as she got out of the way, 
he began to shoot. As his wife's 
body crumpled to the porch, he 
ran on to the lawn and fired the 
fmal shot, the bullet which lodged 
in his brain. 

Mrs. Crosby said there had been 
no cause for Wills to he jealous 
of O'Melveny and that she at- 
tributed the first shot to O’Mel- 
veny's startling appearance in a 
doorway behind Wills while he was 
quarreling with his wife.

The Uhlans have proved most 
effective in scouting work.

So far as I know the Uhians are 
never paid for these services. They 
all seem to enjoy this work and 
occasionally there are amusing in- 
etances in which they compete 
against each other in trying to 
drag in some particularly attrac- 
tive prize.
